Those hailing a taxi next 
week could be out of luck, 
as drivers from four Ed¬ 
monton cab companies may 
strike as soon as Monday. 

A total of 800 drivers 
representing Yellow Cab, Bar¬ 
rel Taxi, Checker and Prestige 
Cabs began a strike vote on 
Monday that will continue 


through Wednesday. 

After six meetings since 
November, following the 
creation of Teamsters Lo¬ 
cal Union 987, negotiations 
stalled with the Edmonton 
Taxi Service Group for a 
first collective bargaining 
agreement. 

“What we are trying is to 
bring them back to the table,” 
Balraj Manhas, president of 
the United Cab Drivers As¬ 
sociation of Edmonton, said 
on Tuesday. “We’re trying to 
avoid the strike.” 

Concerns include unfair 
insurance surcharges, high 
weekly stand rent, month¬ 
ly rent for debit-card ma¬ 
chines and more, he added. 

A mediator appointed 
by the Alberta Labour Rela¬ 
tions Board was unable to 


help the two parties reach 
a settlement. 

“He indicated everyone 
was too far apart and so 
... they can have a strike 
vote,” said Phil Strong, 
president of the Edmonton 
Taxi Service Group, adding 
he doesn’t think most driv¬ 
ers want to strike. 

After votes are tallied on 
Thursday, a 72-hour strike 
notice could be filed. 

Manhas said 200 drivers 
voted on Monday night, and 
there was a steady stream 
on Tuesday. 

“I hope they continue to 
come in big —" 
bers,” he said.

Callfor 
twinning of 
4 Highway 
from Hell’ 

Brenda Hollowell has 
always called Highway 63 
the “Highway from Hell” 
but didn’t realize just how 
deadly the Alberta road 
was until her son and only 
granddaughter were killed 
with five others on its 
blacktop. 

Now she’s pushing for 
the Alberta government to 
quickly finish twinning the 
highway to prevent more 
people from dying. 

“It seems like these 
people in higher places just 
don’t get it,” Hollowell said 
from her home in Niagara 
Falls, Ont. “I don’t think it 
gets any worse than this 
collision.” 

Her son Daniel Sennett 
and his daughter, 11-year- 
old Faith, of Airdrie, Alta., 
were travelling to Fort Mc- 
Murray last Friday to help 
his retiring father pack for a 
move back to Ontario. 

Sennett, a 34-year-old 
welder, was driving his 
pickup truck. His daughter 
and an adult friend were 
with him. 

RCMP said the truck had 
pulled out to pass a vehicle 
when it smashed head on 
into another pickup carry¬ 
ing six people. 

Sennett and the friend 
were lulled. Passing 
motorists managed to pull 
Hollowell’s granddaughter 
from the fieiy wreckage but 
she died in hospital. 

Four people died in the 
other truck — a pastor, 
his wife, one of their two 
young sons and a pregnant 
woman. 

The pastor’s three-year- 
old son and the pregnant 
woman’s husband survived. 

Hollowell said she would 
like to personally thank the 
strangers who tried to save 
Faith. She also sends her 
sympathies to the families 
of the others who died.

Vigilance. Police are 
urging caution when 
walking alone

Edmonton women walking 
alone late at night near Why¬ 
te Avenue can’t rest easy yet, 
say police. 

With seven assaults in the 
area, each escalating in vio¬ 
lence, police acknowledge 
they’re no closer to finding a 
suspect than they were when 
the first assault occurred in 
mid-March. 

“The busy Whyte Ave. 
area, late at night, when bars 
get out — surely someone 


has seen something,” said 
Det. Rob Chan of EPS South¬ 
east Division, who continues 
to investigate the incidents 
with detectives from South¬ 
west Division. 

“We are extremely con¬ 
cerned and want the public’s 
assistance in providing any 
information they can to as¬ 
sist the on-going investiga¬ 
tion.” 

Chan said that in all cases, 
the suspect has attacked the 
woman from behind while 
she walked alone on a city 
sidewalk. 

The attacks have become 
more aggressive and violent 
over the weeks, Chan said, 
going from the woman being 
pushed to the ground in the 
earliest assaults, to an April 
assault where the woman 


was grabbed and choked be¬ 
fore fighting off her attacker. 

The women, between the 
ages of 20 and 60 are trauma¬ 
tized, but physically all right, 
added Chan. 

“All of these women did 
the right thing,” he said. 
“They all screamed and 
fought back, which made the 
assailant run away.”

second of its kind in Canada, 
shows kindergarten to Grade 
2 students words and tech¬ 
niques to understand and 
describe feelings to teachers 
and fellow students — anger, 
frustration, guilt — kids are 
taught that all feelings are 


valid, and it’s OK to express 
those in a healthy way. 

“Research found that social 
and emotional learning was 
essential to learning in class 
and cope with situations out¬ 
side class,” said ECSD’s Cheryl 
Shinlcaruk. 

She points to techniques 
like feeling faces that give stu¬ 
dents social cues when a peer 
is upset, or the turtle, where 
kids can breathe deeply and 
decompress before reacting. 

The program will move to 
include grades 3 and 4 next 
year, and grades 5 and 6 the 
following year.

Alberta is increasingly divided 
between urbanites and rural 
dwellers, says Wildrose Oppos¬ 
ition Leader Danielle Smith, 
who named herself cities critic 
Tuesday.

Smith admitted she has 
work to do in the cities, where 
two-thirds of Alberta’s popula¬ 
tion lives. “We are prepared 
to set the reset button,” she 
said. “We know we have a lot 
of work to do to build the trust 
with Edmonton council and 
with Edmontonians, that was

in Britain’s House of Lords.

Turning to violence. 

Accused plotters 
talked about making 
a statement against 
corporate America 


Five men described by fed¬ 
eral authorities as anarchists 
angiy with corporate Amer¬ 
ica and the government were 
charged Tuesday with plotting 
to bomb a bridge linking two 
wealthy Cleveland suburbs. 

The men were arrested 
Monday night after unknow¬ 
ingly working with an FBI 
informant for months. They 
were charged with conspiracy 
and trying to bomb property 
used in interstate commerce. 

“They talked about making 
a statement against corporate 
America and the government 
as some of the motivations for 
their actions,” said U.S. Attor¬ 
ney Steven Dettelbach in an¬ 
nouncing the arrests. 

The alleged plotters re¬ 
searched explosives and ob¬ 
tained what they thought was 
C-4 explosives. The items, in 


fact, were harmless and the 
public was never at risk, be¬ 
cause the men got the ma¬ 
terial from the informant, of¬ 
ficials said. 

All five had initial appear¬ 
ances Tuesday in U.S. District 
Court, where Magistrate Judge 


Greg White ordered them 
jailed without bond pending 
a hearing Monday. The char¬ 
ges carry possible penalties of 
more than 20 years in prison. 

“Love you, Connor,” shouted 
James Stevens to his son, Con¬ 
nor Stevens, 20, of suburban 


Berea, at the end of the hearing. 

The other suspects were 
identified as Joshua S. Staf¬ 
ford, 23, and Anthony Hayne, 
35, both of Cleveland, Bran¬ 
don L. Baxter, 20, of nearby 
Lakewood, and Douglas L. 
Wright, 26, of Indianapolis. 

The target of the plot was 
a bridge that carries a state 
highway over part of the 
Cuyahoga Valley National 
Park and a picturesque scenic 
rail line and canal towpath 
in the Breclcsville area, about 
24 kilometres south of down¬ 
town Cleveland. 

The affidavit filed in court 
indicated that federal author¬ 
ities got help from a paid 
confidential source who had 
previous robbery and other 
convictions and was on proba¬ 
tion for passing bad checks. It 
said the informant began mak¬ 
ing contact with the suspects 
in October and had recorded 
conversations with them over 
the past three months. 

The men also discussed 
other potential targets, includ¬ 
ing a law enforcement centre, 
oil wells or a cargo ship, ac¬ 
cording to the affidavit.

Smuggling. U.K. police 
arrest seven on suspicion 
of funding terrorism 


Seven people have been ar¬ 
rested in Britain on suspicion 
of financing terrorism in So¬ 
malia by smuggling a leaf that 
can produce a mild high into 
the U.S., officials said Tuesday. 

Scotland Yard said the 
group was arrested as part 
of an operation that involved 
Homeland Security Inves¬ 
tigations, the investigative 
branch of U.S. Immigrations 
and Customs Enforcement. 

The operation was inves¬ 
tigating a network suspected 
of illegally exporting a leaf 
known as khat from the U.K., 
where it is legal, to the U.S. and 
Canada, where it is a controlled 
substance, Scotland Yard said.

McDonald’s will be 
the only restaurateur allowed 
to sell brand-name food at the 
Games and there will also be 
a separate McDonald’s within 
the Athletes’ Village — in 
addition to three others at the 
Olympic Park. 

Alongside McDonald’s, 
Coca-Cola has the exclusive 
right to sell non-alcoholic 
drinks at Olympic venues. 
Heineken has 

been named the Games’ offi¬ 
cial beer.

“It’s very sad that an event 
that celebrates the very best of 
athletic achievements should 
be sponsored by companies 
contributing to the obesity 
problem and unhealthy hab¬ 
its,” said Terence Stephenson, a 
spokesman for the Academy of 
Royal Medical Colleges. 

The group is calling upon 
the British government to re¬ 
strict advertising by McDon¬ 
ald’s, Coca-Cola and Heineken 
during the Olympic Games, 
which are being held in Lon¬ 
don from July 27 to Aug.12. 

But that’s unlikely to hap¬ 
pen.

News Corp. Rupert 
Murdoch chastised by 
British lawmakers 


A committee of British law¬ 
makers called Rupert Mur¬ 
doch unfit to run his global 
media empire — a finding that 
reflects just how deeply the 
phone-hacking scandal bom of 
his defunct News of the World 
has shaken the relationship be¬ 
tween the press and politics. 

The divisive ruling Tuesday 
against Murdoch, his son James 
and three of their executives 
also exposed the waning influ¬ 
ence of the media tycoon, and 
could jeopardize his control of 
a major broadcaster. 

Parliament’s culture, media 
and sport committee — a panel 
that scrutinizes the standards 
of Britain’s press and sports 
authorities — began an inquiiy 
amid disclosures about wide¬ 
spread tabloid hacking of voice 
mail, concerns over bribes paid 
to police for scoops, and pol¬ 
iticians who may have over¬ 
stepped the bounds by cozy- 
ing up to key players in the 
Murdoch empire. 



A total of 43 News International 
employees have been arrested in a new 
investigation into phone hacking, bribery 
and computer hacking. 


Tarring the credentials of 
both the 81-year-old media 
mogul and James Murdoch, a 
former executive chairman of 
News Corp.’s U.K. newspaper 
division, the committee’s 
scathing words could affect 
their controlling stake in Brit¬ 
ish Sky Broadcasting. 

Britain’s broadcasting

Aircraft. Bombardier secures Westjet contract 


Westjet Airlines has selected 
Bombardier to supply the pro¬ 
peller aircraft it requires for a 
new regional service, putting 
to rest speculation that the 
order would go to a European 
rival of the Montreal-based 
plane manufacturer. 

The Calgary-based airline 
announced Tuesday that it 
will take delivery of up to 45 
of the Bombardier Q400 Next 
Generation planes over the 
next six years. They will be 
used for a new regional ser¬ 
vice that Westjet expects to 
launch next year. 

Westjet didn’t reveal the 
cost but analysts estimated 
that, based on list prices, the 
orders would be worth up to 
$1.4 billion to Bombardier if 
all 45 planes are purchased. 


The actual price is often below 
list price, however. 

Gregg Saretsky, Westjet’s 
president and chief execu¬ 
tive, told analysts and repor¬ 
ters that the two companies 
had agreed not to disclose the 
price for the planes. 

'Suffice it to say that there 
was a vigorous competition 
between the two manufac¬ 
turers and we’re very pleased 
with the price we were able 
to secure these aircraft for,” 
Saretsky added. 

The new planes, which 
have been used by other Can¬ 
adian airlines and carriers 
around the world, will be used 
to bolster Westjet’s presence 
in some communities and add 
destinations that the airline 
currently doesn’t reach. 


Saretsky said Westjet 
looked closely at planes by the 
European manufacturer ATR

Prototype of operating 
system for developers 
makes flashy debut 


The chief executive of Research 
In Motion, Thorsten Heins, 
stood before developers who 
could play a crucial role in the 
company’s future and gave 
them a first look at the new 
BlackBerry 10 operating system. 

The widely anticipated un¬ 
veiling at its BlackBerry World 
conference centered on some 
awe-inspiring technological de¬ 
velopments launched to pound¬ 
ing club music and a heavy dose 
of flashing spotlights. 

The three-day showcase is 
intended to get fickle program¬ 
mers excited about the future 
of RIM and developing appli¬ 
cations for the BlackBerry 10. 
The Waterloo, Ont., company is 
struggling to recover from blun¬ 
ders over the past year, includ¬ 
ing flagging sales and criticism 
that it hasn’t released a new 
smartphone in ages. 

“We’re taking our time to

The low-tech musical Once, 
based on the love story of 
a Czech flower seller and 
an Irish street musician in 
Dublin, received a leading 
11 Tony Award nominations 
Tuesday, proving sentiment 
can sway nominators just as 
much as special effects. 

Two other musicals — The 
Gershwins’ Porgy and Bess 
and Nice Work If You Can Get 
It — each got 10 nominations 
as the Tony committee spread 
the wealth. Unlike last year’s 
The Book of Mormon, no 
monster single hit dominated 
the nominations. 

Once, with songs by 
Marlceta Irglova and Glen 
Hansard, was originally a 
low-budget movie made for 
about $150,000. The film 
earned $20 million, thanks in 
part to an original score that 
included the sublime 2007 
Oscar-winning song, Falling 
Slowly. The musical is a study 
in how to beautifully adapt a 
movie to the stage. 

Its director, John Tif¬ 
fany, was sitting at a play 
in Glasgow, Scotland, when 
his phone began buzzing 
“like crazy” with word of 
the show’s success. He sat 
through the play but learned 
about the Tony haul after 
glancing at texts. 



“It’s just brilliant. It’s in¬ 
credible because it’s such a 
delicate, unassuming show. 
But Once constantly surpris¬ 
es me. I think it’s the power 
of the music and the story¬ 
telling that people connect 
with,” said Tiffany, who was 
nominated for best director 
of a musical. 

His show earned its stars, 
Steve Kazee and Cristin Mili- 
oti, best actor in a musical 
nominations. It also earned 


nods for best scenic design, 
best book of a musical and 
Elizabeth A. Davis got a nom¬ 
ination for an actress in a fea¬ 
tured role. 

“I think it’s a universal 
message about love. Not just 
between two people, but a 
love of music, a love of your 
country, how we share things 
as people,” Kazee said. “There 
are moments that are just 
snapshots in your life but 
they stay with you forever. 


We all have those moments.” 

Peter and the Starcatcher, 
a play about the origins of 
Peter Pan, earned nine nom¬ 
inations, while the fall revival 
of Follies and the new Disney 
musical Newsies got eight 
nods each. 

The Tony Awards will be 
broadcast on CBS from the 
Beacon Theatre on June 10. 
Neil Patrick Harris, the star of 
How I Met Your Mother, will 
be the host, the associated press

or until the tomatoes are soft, 
wrinkly and have shrunken 
considerably in size. 


Nuts often get a bad rap be¬ 
cause of their high fat content. 
But the fat in most nuts is the 
healthy unsaturated variety. 

The trick is moderation. And 
because nuts are so rich, mod¬ 
eration can be easy. All that rich 
flavour means it doesn’t take 
much to feel satisfied. Whether 
you prefer to incorporate them 
in a dish, sprinkle them on a 
salad, or snack them by the 
handful, they are a great choice 
for healthy eating. 

Nuts generally have a deep¬ 
er flavour when toasted. To 


toast raw nuts, place them on a 
dry baking sheet and roast for 
10 to 12 minutes at 350 F. Keep 
a close eye on them because 
they go from toasted to burnt 
very quickly. 

The freezer is the best place 
to store nuts. All their healthy 
oils put them at risk for going 
rancid. Place them in a zip-close 
plastic bag and squeeze out the 
air before freezing. 

This recipe showcases wal¬ 
nuts in a composed salad of 
roasted tomatoes and creamy, 
herbed ricotta cheese. For a 


great dinner, serve this along¬ 
side a piece of crusty multi¬ 
grain bread with some greens 
and a grilled chicken breast. 

1. Heat the oven to 325 F. Place 
a wire rack over a rimmed bak¬ 
ing sheet. Spray the rack with 
cooking spray. 

2. Arrange the tomatoes on the 
rack, cut sides up. Sprinkle the 
tomatoes with the salt, sugar 
and white pepper. Roast for 1 
hour. Flip the tomatoes over 
and roast for another hour, 


3. While the tomatoes are 
roasting, in a medium bowl 
stir together the ricotta, basil, 
thyme and oregano.

4. Serve the herbed ricotta 
alongside the roasted tomato 
halves.

I graduated from Ryerson 
University with a Bachelor 
of Journalism degree in 
spring 2010 with the hopes 
of finding a job in the media 
industiy. I started looking 
for positions in my profes¬ 
sional field in May and went 
through some interviews that 
didn’t lead to anything. 

I realized that the big¬ 
gest obstacle hindering my 
prospects of finding a job was 
my experience. Even though 
I volunteered to write for my 
school outlets, such as The 
Eyeopener and McClung’s 
Magazine, I didn’t get enough 
training and exposure to the 
real world work environ¬ 
ment. 

Without wasting my time, 
I researched many compan¬ 
ies online using Twitter, 
Faceboolc and even YouTube 
to gather insights on which 
industiy I should tap into. I 
considered getting an educa¬ 
tion in public relations and 
communications but felt I 
needed some work experi¬ 
ence before I decided if that’s 
something I really wanted to 
get into. 

Nonetheless, I finally got 
my first job at the end of 
2010, where I was a Content 
Writer for a small online 
company. This job gave me 
the platform to tiy and learn 
new things, including SEO 
marketing, social media 
networking and branding. It 
opened my eyes to different 
career paths I could take and 
I became more confident in 
my job prospects as a grow¬ 
ing journalist. 

Where I am now 

I recently went back to 
school to pursue a graduate 
certificate in Human Resour¬ 


ces Management but dropped 
out of the program because 
I didn’t feel I was ready to 
change careers just yet. I vol¬ 
unteered for different online 
magazines and networked 
with people in the writing 
and editing industry. 

My recommendations for 
employers, schools and 
career centres 

One thing I highly recom¬ 
mend for employers is to 
look beyond the education 
and look for any transferable 
skills a potential candidate 
may have. Many people who 
worked at different jobs have 
acquired multiple skill sets 
that can be used for another 
job they apply for. Just be¬ 
cause they may not have the 
degree, training or education 
doesn’t mean their experi¬ 
ence doesn’t allow them to 
learn those aspects. What 
matters is what results they 
can bring to the company 
and what value they have as 
an employee. It’s important 
that prospective workers can 
apply their knowledge into 
the work they do, as well as 
have a solid academic founda¬ 
tion to back it up. 

My recommendations for 
students 

My advice for fellow students 
and recent grads is to keep 
trying and don’t let the fear 
of getting rejected bring you 
down. If there’s anything I’ve 
learned through my whole 
job hunting experience, it is 
to open your mind to differ¬ 
ent possibilities and never be 
afraid to think outside the 
box. You never know what 
you’re capable of unless you 
try. And if you’re not doing 
something you love right 
now, chances are the experi¬ 
ence you’ve gained from it 
will go a long way when it 
comes to making connec¬ 
tions and getting better op¬ 
portunities down the road.

In Canadian workplaces 
today, sexual harassment 
is defined by a thin yellow 
line. 

Sexual innuendo that can 
easily be seen as harmless 
flirting to one employee, 
can just as easily be seen as 
an invitation for a lawsuit, to 
another. 

As sexual harassment 
is often in the eyes of the 
beholder, when will an 
employee’s inappropriate 
comments cost him his 
job? 

Robert Gillam held an 
important job as a super¬ 
visor working on pipe¬ 
line projects in Western 
Canada, for Waschulc 
Pipe Line Construction, a 
mainly male dominated 
workplace. Three females 
worked at the job site, and 


one of them just happened 
to be the daughter of the 
company’s owner. 

Gillam felt that the 
three female employees 
spent too much time so¬ 
cializing with the male 
employees and that they 
were responsible for work 
not getting done. 

As a result, in conver¬ 
sations with other em¬ 
ployees, he consistently 
referred to them in very 
derogatory terms, blaming 
them for a number of his 
problems. 

When the women com¬ 
plained that the name call¬ 
ing amounted to harass¬ 
ment, Gillam was warned 
that his job was on the 
line. Although the issue 
improved for some time, it 
did not disappear entirely. 

When the company’s 
owner later learned that 
one of the female employ¬ 
ees was considering suing 
the company, he decided 
that Gillam had to be fired 
without severance. 

Gillam sued arguing 
that his conduct was not 
serious enough to justify 
his dismissal. 

At a recent trial, Gil- 
lam’s case was dismissed. 
According to the judge, it 
did not matter that Gillam 


did not make the deroga¬ 
tory statements directly 
to the female employees. 
Since they learned about 
his statements through 
others, it poisoned the 
workplace and qualified as 
sexual harassment none¬ 
theless. 

In the quest to define 
when an employee’s in¬ 
appropriate comments 
will amount to sexual ha¬ 
rassment, there are some 
recurring themes: 

* Whether there is a work¬ 
place harassment policy 
and whether its terms have 
been followed. 

* Whether the employee 
was warned that the com¬ 
ments were offside. Here, 
Gillam was warned his be¬ 
haviour could not be con¬ 
doned, which contributed 
to the finding that his case 
should be dismissed. 

* Whether the employee 
knew or ought to have 
known that the comments 
were unwelcome.

The next-generation Ford 
Fusion is more than a new 
mid-size sedan; it’s really 
the marriage of high-fashion 
style with league-leading fuel 
economy. Oh, and some sig¬ 
nificant technological treats 
are also coming along for the 
ride. 

The Fusion’s latest power¬ 


train array borders on over¬ 
whelming, seemingly geared 
for a world where gasoline 
prices threaten to reach 
stratospheric levels. 

But if content is king, 
then the other half of this 
royal equation is the king’s 
new apparel. The Fusion’s 
January launch at the North 
American International 
Auto Show in Detroit, 
Mich., caused palpable buzz 
amongst the assembled 
media. The dramatic sweep 


of the roofline suggests 
kinship with the Audi A7, 
Volkswagen CC and CLS- 
class Mercedes-Benz, while 
the open-mouth grille veers 
180-degrees from the current 
triple-bar fixture. Simply 
put, the Fusion will possibly 
be the classiest-loolcing mid¬ 
size sedan on the road when 
it goes on sale in the third 
quarter of 2012. 

The Fusion’s high fashion 
extends to the cabin where 
passengers are greeted with 


fancier trim, comfier seats 
and a freshly pressed control 
panel. Ford says that pas¬ 
senger space has increased 
by relocating the dashboard 
closer to the windshield. 

With near-revolutionary 
improvements in looks and 
content, Ford appears deter¬ 
mined to become the leading 
innovator within the mid¬ 
size sedan pack and at the 
same time improve its stand¬ 
ing in that ultra-competitive 
segment.

The tread on your tires may 
look random, but it’s actually 
a very specialized design. The 
grooves and blocks can affect 
how the tire channels water, 
how it grips on ice and even 


how loud or quiet it is. 

In the 1900s, tire design¬ 
ers drew patterns with pencil 
and paper, says Neal Sehm, 
manager of mold design for 
Bridgestone Americas in 
Akron, Ohio. 

“That didn’t change much 
until about the 1970s, with 
the advent of CAD (comput¬ 
er-aided design),” he says. 

“Instead of drawing 
boards, you used a computer 
to draw what you used to do 
by hand. It did minimal com¬ 
putations. It just gave you 
a different tool to do your 
sketching.” 

The flat design had to be 
transformed into 3D, and in 


the earlier days, this meant 
hand-carving the pattern 
into a plaster mold. The next 
development was computer- 
aided manufacturing. The de¬ 
sign would be programmed 
into a machine that produced 


an exact 3D replica with a 
computer-guided cutting 
head. 

Today, computers can ren¬ 
der perfect virtual versions. 

“It’s actually created in 
3D space in the computer,” 


Sehm says. “Drawings are no 
longer required to design, 
manufacture or even validate 
something that you make. 
We’re looking at 3D pictures 
on the computer, and all the 
characteristics that you build 
into that picture are the same 
characteristics that you want 
on a tire.” 

Still, while the computer 
screen is showing a perfect 
three-dimensional rendition 
of a tire, “a lot of people have 
problems visualizing in 3D 
space,” Sehm says. 

An actual rendition of the 
design is still created, but to¬ 
day, it’s likely to be made on 
a 3D printer. These machines 


use print heads just as your 
computer printer does, but 
instead of ink, they deposit 
layers of material — plastics, 
polymer or ceramics — and 
slowly build up the finished 
product. 

This gives designers the 
ability to examine the 3D de¬ 
sign and determine if they’ve 
achieved their goals. 

Once the design is good to 
go, it’s off to the next stage of 
production. 

“The big thing is time,” 
Sehm says. 

“The bottom line is that 
when we get done with this, 
we have a design that we 
take to market.”

Some wise person once said,

The sentiment assumes 
spring rules and winter 
drools. 

Not saying the assump¬ 
tion is wrong, just that it 
could be more nuanced. 
There are dark sides to 
everything, even to some 
of the wonderful things 
wrought by spring.

And just to 
mangle that metaphor a bit 
more, that puck not only got 
chewed up in the fan, it ul¬ 
timately killed the fan too, 
but not before the dying fan 
spit the puck back and right 
into the new flat screen TV, 
which also died an untime¬ 
ly death. Basically, spring 
equals death. 

I’m only in this mood 
because one my favourite 
spring car rituals didn’t turn 
out too well this past week¬ 
end. 

I always look forward 
to firing up my old Jaguar 


every spring, after its long 
winter slumber. It’s always 
great to once again breathe 
in its intoxicating mixture 
of gas, old leather, and oily 
metal, reacquaint myself 
with its lovely sheet metal, 
and hear the engine cough 
and spurt before smoothing 
out to a satisfying low and 
even rumble. 


This year there was a 
large puddle of brake fluid 
under the Jaguar. Usually 
there is some, but this was 
over the top. No brakes. 

Oh well, I’ll start the en¬ 
gine at least. It fired right 
up. I tilted the “bonnet” for¬ 
ward to examine the engine 
while it warmed up. As soon 
as I did that I could smell 


raw gas, and then could see 
gas pouring out of the front 
carburettor. A stuck float 
probably. The usual remedy, 
hitting the bottom of the 
float bowl gently but firm¬ 
ly with a rubber hammer, 
didn’t work. So then I tried 
hitting my head with the 
rubber hammer. That didn’t 
work either. 


I shut the engine off. 

Instead of that first great 
drive of the season, I had 
one big mess to clean up, 
and two mechanical prob¬ 
lems to sort out. And I just 
spent the first part of the 
day doing income tax re¬ 
turns. 

A lot or renewal happens 
in the spring, but old cars 


just get older. 

I cleaned up the mess the 
best I could, put the cover 
back on the car, and went 
back in the house. Got a 
beer and watched the end 
of the Blue Jays game, which 
just happens to be another 
spring ritual of mine from 
time to time, and a much 
more dependable one too.

With an attempt at injecting 
some fun and excitement into 
the Toyota Camiy lineup, the 
Toyota Camry Solara (Toyota 
Solara for short) turned the 
automaker’s reliable and well¬ 
loved Camry into a two-door 
coupe or convertible. Intended 
for shoppers after a more 
personal motoring experience, 
the second-generation Solara 
debuted as a 2004 model, and 
has now transitioned into 
used-car territory. 


Common issues 


Checking out a Solara 
Convertible? Inspect the roof 
mechanism thoroughly. Rips, 
tears, abrasions and duct-tape 
patches are all bad signs. 
Inspect the area where the 
roof stores for signs of rust, 
mildew or moisture, which 
could indicate a leak. 

Soak the car aggressively 
in a coin-operated spray-and- 
wash to inspect for leaks. 
Some owners have reported 
leaks through the convertible 
top, as well as a tendency for 
water collected on the roof to 
drip into the cabin when the 
doors are opened. 

Lumpy or sporadic accel¬ 
eration may be the result of 
a bad engine sensor, and any 
hard shifting from the trans¬ 
mission is likely a computer- 
related issue that requires 
reprogramming of the gear¬ 
box’s electronic ‘brain.’

What owners like

Verdict 


A well-maintained Solara should 
prove to be a sensible, relatively spa¬ 
cious and easy-to-live-with machine. 

Note that the lighter and less 
complicated coupe model should of¬ 
fer up better handling and a quieter 
ride, if you’re not dead set on a 
drop-top.
